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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

1 . Claim 1 generic to the following disclosed patentably distinct species: 

Species to be elected for the attaching means for attaching fuel cell stack 
to body of manifold frame 

A species for the attaching means to be selected from the group consisting of: 

A) A pair of end plates pulled toward each other by a long insulate bolts 

B) A tough box with screw holes 

C) A tough belt with screw holes 



Species to be elected for the main passages 

A species for the main passage to be selected from the group consisting of: 

A) The main passages are not through passages through the manifold frame 

B) The main passages are through passages through the body of manifold frame 

2. The species are independent or distinct because they are mutually exclusive and 
do not overlap in scope. 

3. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, 
even though this requirement is traversed.
